Egyptian-lsraeli forces 
engage in hot f ighting

Egyptian and Israeli forces battled 
across the Suez Canal today in what 
Cairo reported was a “ heavy" artillery 
duel. Israeli spokesmen reported clashes 
along the cease-fire lines with Jordan and 
Syria. 
Cairo radio quoted military spokesmen 
as saying the artillery duel erupted 
near Suez City at the Southern end of 
the canal. It said Egyptian guns “ are 
silencing the enemy fire" but added 
the battle was still in process during the 
late afternoon. 
In Tel Aviv, a military spokesman re­ 
ported four Arab guerrillas were killed 
in two separate skirmishes during the 
night. He said Soviet-made weapons were 
found near the scene of one of the clash­ 
es. 
Three guerrillas were killed in a shoot­ 
out shortly before midnight Friday near 
Nahal Shir, at the foot of Mt. Hebron 
in the Israeli occupied Golan Heights 
area, the spokesman said. 
Neaby Israelis found several Soviet 
made rifles, a plastic mine and a quan­ 
tity of hand grenades, he said. 
In the other clash, Israeli soldiers 
opened fire on Arab guerrillas moving 
in an area described by the spokesman 
as the northern Jordan Valley and killed 
one. 
The spokesman reported “ a number" 
of Soviet made Katyusha rockets to 
day hit the Israeli settlement of Yot- 
vata in the Arava desert causing some 
damage. He said they were fired from 
across the Jordan River.

In Cairo, Egypt’s semi-official news­ 
paper A1 Ahram said France would frus­ 
trate the Big Four peace efforts in the 
Middle East if it relaxed its total arms 
embargo against Israel. 
In an editorial, the newspaper said 
President Georges Pompidou was under 
great pressure to lift the full embar­ 
go. It added such a move would only 
hurt efforts to find a lasting peace 
and urged that the embargo, “ which has 
earned 
so much esteem in the Arab 
world," be continued. 
In other Middle East developments: 
-Joseph J. Sisco, U.S. undersecretary 
of state for near eastern affairs, left 
Paris today for Moscow and scheduled 
talks on the Mideast with Kremlin offi­ 
cials. He met Friday with French for­ 
eign minister Maurice Schumann. 
-Israel replied to U.N, Secretary 
General Thant's report that open war­ 
fare has been resumed along the Suez 
Canal by saying that the blame rested 
soley on the Arabs. Ambassador Joseph 
Tekoah added Israeli forces were under 
strick orders to avoid harming U.N. ob­ 
servers or installations. 
-Israeli Premier Mrs. GoldaMeir told 
a public rally in Haifa Friday night that 
any split in the ruling United Labor par­ 
ty was inconceivable. “ How could we ex- 
plain it to our boys, fighting on all 
fronts, that the party broke up over is- 
sues of political philosophy," she said. 


Stanford grows 
human skin by 
artificial means 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A Stanford Uni, 
versity medical research team today re­ 
ported it has actually reconstructed hu­ 
man skin by tissue grown under arti­ 
ficial condition, ' 
Dr. William T. Summerlin of the Stan- 
ford University School of Medicine told a 
meeting of dermatologists 
that skin 
grown in laboratory cultures for periods 
up to six weeks acted as a source of 
new skin cells to fight ulcers or burns. 
Eight patients at Stanford University 
Hospital have been received grafts grown 
in test tubes and have been studied with 
the new experimental technique, for per­ 
iods of 4 to 15 months, he said. 
The team reported that four days aft­ 
er implantation of the cultured skin, epi­ 
thelial cells had multiplied and formed 
a layer on the wound sites. On the third 
week, the cells in the transplant area 
had organized into a typical wound heal­ 
ing type of epidermis with normal cells 
and structure. By the sixth week the 
tients’ wounds had healed and were cov­ 
ered by normal skin. 
“ We have shown conclusively that epi­ 
dermal cells can be maintained in tissue 
culture for periods up to six weeks and 
that they can be transplanted success­ 
fully," Summerlin said. 


Higher rate 
proposed for 
savings bonds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Treasury 
Department has proposed a $390 mil­ 
lion increase in annual earnings for the 
thousands of Americans who have in­ 
vested $52 billion in savings bonds. 
The Treasury spelled out the details 
of its plan to ask Congress to increase 
from 4l4 to 5 per cent the interest rate 
on savings bonds. 
“A rate increase is necessary to be 
fair to a great number of savers who have 
faithfully bought bonds over a long per­ 
iod 
of time," said Paul A. Volcker, 
Treasury undersecretary for monetary 
affairs. 
At the same time, the Treasury said, 
it will ask Congress to remove the 4hz 
per cent ceiling on the interest the gov­ 
ernment may pay on longterm “marks- 
table” bonds sold through commercial 
money markets. 
Volcker said the Treasury wants the 
ceiling removed to provide added flex­ 
ibility in management of the national 
debt. 
But he said the government has 
“no immediate plans" to sell longterm 
bonds at current inflated interest rates. 
Back from dead 


CA PE 
KENNEDY 
(U PI) - Easing a 
spindly-legged space craft onto the sur­ 
face of the moon will be a tricky business 
and astronauts Neil A. Armstrong and 
Edwin E. Aldrin are rehearsing for it 
relentlessly as 
the time draws near 
for their lunar landing mission. 
Today’s work schedule for the Apollo 
11 astronauts had Armstrong and Aldrin 
— the Americans who will walk on the 
moon — practicing again in a simulator 
the critical phases of their flight in the 
lunar module. 
The other Apollo 11 as­ 
tronaut, Michael Collins, went jet flying. 
Collins will pilot the command space­ 
craft in orbit around the moon while his 
companions fly the lunar vehicle to the 
surface. 
He hoped the ride in a T38 
jet trainer would sharpen him for the 
space journey. 
On the launch pad, a 12-hour hold in the 
Apollo countdown was called at 11 p.m. 
EDT Friday to give ground crews a 
break from the demanding tasks of rea­ 
dying the Saturn booster and its space­ 
craft payload for the scheduled 9:32 
a.m. Wednesday launch. 
A space agency spokesman said that 
tiny crystals which showed up in a cool­ 
ing solution used in the spacecraft and a 
leaky seal in a nitrogen gas line on the 
launch stand were not serious problems. 
But the seal and the solution were re­ 
placed. 
As the weekend arrived, nearby Co­ 
coa Beach and the other towns around 
the space port were filling up fast with 
visitors hoping to find a spot to watch 
the big show. 
Motels as far off as Orlando, 
50 
miles inland, were full, camp grounds 
were overflowing, rental car companies 
were running out of autos, and by Wed­ 
nesday morning the beaches should be 
packed with “birdwatchers." 


The space agency expects some 10,000 
official guests, including former Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson — invited by 
President Nixon — and at least 300 mem­ 
bers of Congress and their families. 
The 
astronauts have been 
in near 
quarantine at the spaceport, where they 
live 
in special quarters during their 
weeks of pre-launch training. Doctors 
want to make sure they are not “con­ 
taminated” with organisms abnormal to 
their systems before they leave on their 
adventure. 
When they return, they will 
be carefully checked to make sure they 
have 
not brought 
home any unknown 
“bug." 
After today, the Apollo crewmen will 
take Sunday off and then ease out of their 
tough 
training schedule for the final 
two days before launch. 
Only last weekend, mission command­ 
er 
Armstrong 
was asked which con­ 
cerned him more — landing on the moon 
or taking off from it. 
“ The descent is a good bit more diff­ 
icult, 
it’s true, than the ascent,” Arm­ 
strong said. 
“But you have more ways out of dif­ 
ficulty should you encounter it. You have 
a second engine to go to, you have an al­ 
ternative guidance 
system, you have 
some 
alternatives available to you. 
“The ascent, 
although simpler, has 
neither alternative, so I would have to 
give them about an equal balance." 
Aldrin said that “going back up from 
the surface is relatively simple—we’ve 
done this thing many times, we do it 
when we leave the earth." 
But he said that coming in for a land­ 
ing on the moon, “you’re reaching a point 
of diminishing fuel at that point and your 
systems are more complex in the descent 
stage than they are in the ascent stage.’’

Ukiah teen-ager makes 
cynics talk of miracles 


UKIAH, Calif. (UPI) — A 19-year-old girl has made cynics talk of miracles here. 
It’s almost two years since Susan Bartolomei was kidnaped, savagely beaten and 
raped, shot five times then dumped on a country highway in Northern California to 
die. 
But despite these atrocities she’s lucky—lucky to possess a will to live so strong 
that she’s learning to walk and talk once more and dares to wonder if she will ever 
be able to bowl again. 
On the quiet summer evening of Aug. 21, 1967, Susan’s pleasant high school life 
was plunged into chaos, by two Washington State drifters. 
Susan and her boyfriend, Timothy Luce, both 17, were stranded outside Luce's auto 
which had run out of gas. The two drifters, Thomas E. Braun and Leonard E. Maine, 
both 18, stopped to give the couple a ride. It was the last ride for Luce, who was shot 
to death. 
After being repeatedly assaulted and shot — twice in the head — Susan was dis­ 
covered in a gully beside Highway 120 near Groveland in the Sierra foothills. Some­ 
how, she had survived although some wondered whether it was a blessing. 
She lay in a coma for months. Even her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Angelo Bartolo­ 
mei, lost hope that she would ever know them or talk again. But Susan began to ral­ 
ly. 
She spent seven months at the University of California Medical Center, regained 
consciousness, was transferred to a Ukiah hospital then taken home. 
Her doctors once believed she was hopelessly paralyzed from the chest down. Now 
she takes a few steps every evening, while bolding on to someone at either side. 
Though her vocal cords were removed when paralysis put her in danger of chok­ 
ing, she can now talk with the aid of a voice vibrator. 
Susan gets out in her wheelchair now as often as possible and has been shopping 
with her mother a number of times, as well as attending the local theater twice and 
even to a fair. 
“It’s amazing what people can do for themselves," Mrs. Bartolomei said. “She 
is determined to get well," 
“ My husband and I don’t know too much about therapy," she said shyly, “but 
we do what we can to help. 
And I can say, we do appreciate all the prayers and 
thoughts for her. It means a lot." 
Mrs. Bartolomei said school officials are anxious that Susan get her high school 
diploma. She had only one year to go before the ordeal. 


The fight pits the prestige of two Sen­ 
ate giants —GOPleader Everett M.Dirk- 
sen and Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., 
dean of Senate Republicans.

was uncertain and was not even 
clear whether there would be a show­ 
down at all. 
The latest UPI poll shows 
49 sena­ 
tors opposed to the ABM, 48 in favor and 
three undecided. 
One of these, 
Sen. 
Winston Prouty, R*Vt„ said he planned 
to spend the weekend preparing a Senate 
speech in which he will reveal how he 
will vote. 


U.S. destroyers 
"escort" Russian 
ships off Cuba 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (U P I)-A U.S. 
destroyer escort trailed six Russian war­ 
ships sailing toward Cuba today along a 
route that will put them off Cape Ken­ 
nedy for Wednesday's Apollo 11 moon- 
shot. 
The flotilla was en route to Cuba for 
the first visit of Russian warships. It’s 
due to arrive July 20 and stay through 
the celebration of Cuba’s revolution July 
26 and Soviet Navy Day July 27. 
It was about 260 miles southeast of 
Jacksonville. 


WASHINGTON ^UPT) — Pentagon dori> 
ments showed today the Army plans - 
and already may have conducted - in­ 
creased open air testing of five deadly 
nerve gases, Including one that killed 
6,000 sheep last year near the Dugway 
proving grounds in Utah. 
In the documents, which showed the 
tests were slated to begin last March 
and continue through September, the 
Army confirmed it was resuming its ex­ 
periments at Dugway and revealed for the 
first time that open air tests were 
planned at Fort McClellan, Ala., and 
the Edgewood Arsenal, about 25 miles 
northeast of Baltimore, Md. 
Officials at the Defense Department 
refused to say whether any of the tests 
scheduled actually had taken place yet. 
The documents were provided by the 
Army at the 
request of Hep. Henrv S. 
Reuss, who released them Friday. Reuss 
D-Wls., Is chairman of a House sub­ 
committee on 
conservation and natur­ 
al resources that has leen investigating 
the possible dangers of outdoor testing 
with chemical and biological warfare 
agents. All the tests listed by the Army 
involved only chemical agents. 
It was before the Reuss subcommit­ 
tee the Army admitted last May that a 
nerve gas identified simply as “ VX” 
killed, 6,000 sheep in a testing acci- 
dent at Dugway in March, 1968. 
In a statement Friday night the Pen- 
tagon said Dr. K. C. Emerson, acting 
deputy assistant secretary of the Army 
for research and development, told the 
subcommittee “ why It is essential to 
conduct open air toxic agent testing." 
The Pentagon said Emerson testified 
May 21 that “open air testing is neo 
essary to validate predictions of capabil­ 
ities concerning movement, direction and 
deposition of agents." 
Although the Army documents indicat­ 
ed the tests scheduled at Fort Mc­ 
Clellan were insignificant and limited to 
training for troops, they listed extern 
sive plans to test VX and other gases 
at the Edgewood Arsenal through the 
use of artillery shells, ground fixtures, 
land mines and “ bomblets," 
News of the operations at Edgewood 
prompted Rep. Clarence Long, D-Md„ to 
call for a temporary halt in open air 
testing of lethal gases. 
“ I think this testing of lethal nerve 
gases in the open air should stop until 
a full exploration has been made by the 
Congress of all the implications," he 
said. “ There is nothing so urgent in the 
chemical biological warfare race that we 
can’t take the time to find out what all 
this means." 
The most extensive series of tests 
were scheduled at Dugway and involved 
the use of rocket warheads. A spokes­ 
man for the Reuss subcommittee said 
he could not determine whether this 
meant any nerve gas was to be explock 
ed at a high altitude. 
When he unveiled the new documents, 
Reuss praised the Army for its deci­ 
sion to release wtiat previously had been 
labeled classified information. But he 
noted at the same time that “ the Army 
is continuing to classify and withhold de­ 
formation such as type, nature, quant*, 
ty, 
height of release and smiliar data 
on chemical munitions under develop 
ment.

Testimony in 'sniper1 
shooting taken in LA.

OAKLAND, 
Calif. (UPI)—A 
coroner’s jury has ruled the 
death 
of 
James 
B. 
Rector 
justifiable 
homicide 
by 
an 
“unknown and unidentifiable” 
Alameda County Sheriff’s depu­ 
ty. 
The unanimous verdict F ri­ 
day by a six-man, one-woman 
jury declared Rector, who died 
from buckshot wounds suffered 
May 15 during the battle over 
the “ People’s Park” in Berke­ 
ley, 
was 
shot 
“ during 
the 
suppression of a riot.” 
Ted 
Jarvis, 
attorney for 
Rector’s mother, Mrs. Delores 
Clifford of San Jose, Calif., 
announced 
immediately after 
the verdict that he would press 
a $100,000 civil damage suit for 
the death of the 25-year-old 
youth. 
The jurors, chosen from a list 
drawn 
up 
by the coroner’s 
staff, all refused to make any 
comment on the verdict they 
reached after only 38 minutes 
of deliberation. 
In 
testimony 
during 
the 
inquest, 
an Alameda County 
Sh eriffs deputy said he may 
“very possibly” have been the 
officer 
who 
fired 
the fatal 
shotgun blast of .00 buckshot. 
Deputy Leonard N. Johnson 
J r . testified he fired twice at 
persons 
throwing objects at 
officers from rooftops the day 
2,000 
students 
and 
hippies 
clashed with hundreds of police 
over a fenced-in vacant lot. 
Johnson, speaking nervously, 
said his squad was marching up 
the street and confronted “a 
riotous crowd in front of us and 
these 
people 
were throwing 
things at us.’’ 
Johnson said he saw “ many 
people” on the rooftops. Point- 
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ing to a drawing showing the 
building Rector was standing 
on, he said: 
‘There were three or four 
persons right up here. I saw 
one of these people rear back 
his arm and throw something 
at the officers. 
“ I fired in the direction of 
that person. I wanted to get 
that 
person 
away from the 
front end of that building. I 
don’t know if I hit anyone. 
“ I’m the only officer I know 
about 
who 
fired 
buckshot 
towards that roof. 
“ My head was turning about 
the time I fired that round. We 
were moving at all times and 
my attention went to this other 
building where I saw another 
person throw a rock. I fired 
again at this person...”

He said the officers jumped 
out of the car and “ started 
shooting.” He said he did not 
hear the officers say anything 
to Oughton before they fired. 
Other officers who arrived at 
the 
scene shortly after the 
shooting 
chased 
spectators 
away, Butler said. “ They said 
they 
didn’t 
want 
no 
damn 
witnesses,” 
he said. 
“ They 
were running people away from 
the corner.” 
Butler said the officer behind 
Oughton fired first. “ They got 
him from the back,” he said, 
adding that no warning shots 
were fired. 
Another 
witness described 
Oughton as having the mentali­ 
ty of a boy rather than a man. 
He said Oughton told him he 
was hurrying home to watch 
the 
wrestling 
matches 
on 
television shortly before he was 
killed. 
Police have said that Oughton 
was 
acting suspiciously and 
was 
in 
the 
area 
where 
a 
freeway sniper had reportedly 
been firing on cars. 
The 
officers 
who stopped 
Oughton 
claimed 
they 
ap­ 


proached him to question him 
when he suddenly reached into 
his back pocket. One officer 
thought Oughton was going for 
a gun and fired, wounding his 
partner in the hand. 
The partner, thinking Ought­ 
on had fired, drew his pistol 
and shot Oughton. 
It turned out the victim was 
reaching for his wallet contain­ 
ing an identity card which he 
used because a speech impe­ 
diment made it difficult for him 
to make himself understood. He 
was not armed.

Weather loses its 'cool1; 
wet, sweltering, stormy

NEW YORK (UPI)—News on 
the international 
and domestic 
fronts was depressing this week 
and stock prices turned down 
in one of the sharpest losses of 
the year 
Growing fears about the Mid­ 
dle East situation touched off 
by remarks of U.N. Secretary 
General Thant and about the 
domestic economy indicated by 
remarks of Treasury Secretary 
David M. Kennedy were the 
major depressants. 
The market turned down on 
each of the first four days, 
then finished mixed on Friday 
in 
what 
some 
analysts de­ 
scribed as a technical reaction 
to the prolonged slide during 
which 
many 
issues 
became 
oversold. 
Many felt the market’s action 
for the week virtually ended the 
chances of a summer rally 
which had appeared promising 
after the market’s gain the 
week before. 
Trading generally was unin­ 
spired with turnover remaining 
under 10,000,000 shares for ttie 
first three days, and rising 
above this level for the final 
two days. It was one of the 
slowest weeks this year Some 
analysts noted investor deser­ 
tion of the stock market for the 
somewhat more certain future 
of bond prices. 
The market turned increas­ 
ingly 
bearish when Kennedy 
again warned that price and 
wage contro s could be an al­ 
ternative to Congressional fait 
ure to pass the income tax sur­ 
charge extension. Selling inten­ 
sified. 
The uneasiness inspired by 
Kennedy’s remarks continued 
even though the White House 
said it had no intention of im­ 
posing wage-price controls. 
Yet developments within the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee, 
which is considering the meas­ 
ure, continued to make Wall 
Street nervous. With the Demo­ 
crats insisting the proposal be 
tied to tax reform, there were 
indications it would be months 
before Congress completed ac­ 
tion on the surcharge. 
The major purpose of the sur­ 
tax is to relieve some of the 
inflationary pressure on the 


economy. As a result, inflation 
is considered a boon to the 
stock market, the theory being 
the more money available for 
spending, the more will find its 
way into securities. 


Still, Wall Street fears that a 
delay on the surcharge could 
mean an economic bind that 
would be bad for it as well as 
the 
country generally. Thus 
speedy Congressional action on 
the measure would be cheering 
to the securities markets. 


The UPI stock market indi­ 
cator finisheu with a loss of 
4.52 to 109.41 on 1,708 issues 
traded. Of these, declines out­ 
numbered advances, 1,349 to 
259. There were 503 issues 
which set new lows, 15 at new 
highs. 


The 
New York Stock Ex­ 
change index indicated a loss of 
$2.16 in the average common 
share price. Standard A Poor’s 
500 stock index finished 3.H4on 
the losing side at 95.77 


The 
Dow Jones industrial 
average lost more than twice 
as much as it had gained in 
the previous week — 33.87 to 
852.25. In the week before, with 
only four sessions because of 
the July 4 holiday, the average 
had risen 16.32. The DJ rail 
component fell 6 72, the utility 
component 1.99. 


Volume for the four sessions 
was 51,806,580 shares against 
40,000,390 the holiday week be­ 
fore and 62,503,850 in the year 
ago week.

Sterilization 
rule made 
by court 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-The 
3rd District Court of Appeal 
has 
declared 
that voluntary 
nontheraputic 
sterilization is 
legal. 


The three-judge court unani­ 
mously said Friday, 'California 
has no public policy prohibiting 
consensual 
sterilization 
and 
(we) further hold that nonther- 
apeutic 
surgical 
sterlization 
operations are legal in this 
state where competent consent 
has been given.”

court refused to 
affirm a Shasta County super­ 
ior court ruling that counties 
must 
pay for the sterilization 
surgery for medically indigent 
-a person unable to pay his 
medical bills.

Civil Liberties Union 
takes on S. B. oil fight 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
American Civil Liberties Union 
is seeking a court order to pre­ 
vent 
further 
drilling for oil 
in the Santa Barbara Channel, 
scent- of a massive oil slick last 
January. 
Interior Secretary Walter J. 
Hickel and four oil companies 
with offshore operations in the 
channel are the principal defen­ 
ders in the suit filed Thursday 
in Superior Court. 
More than 100,000 gallons of 
raw petroleum leaked into the 
channel last January when an 
offshore well being drilled by 
Union Oil Co. blew out. 
A presidential 
commission 
recommended 
resumption 
of 
drilling after hearing testimony 
that the only sure way to pre­ 
vent future leaks was to drain 
the oil from pools under the 
ocean floor. 
The suit was filed on behalf 
of 17 residents of Santa Bar­ 
bara County where beaches and 
rocks were smeared with crude 
oil. 
The goal of the suit is to 
permanently 
halt oil explora­ 
tion and drilling in the channel. 
‘‘The personal right is the 
right to live in and enjoy an en­ 
vironment free from improvi­ 
dent destruction or pollution,” 
the suit said, “ and the property 
right is the right to the own­ 
ership, use and enjoyment of 
property free from 
improvi­ 
dent invasion or impairment.

said if the suit ls succes ful, it 
could set a precedent for citi­ 
zens 
bringing legal actions 
against other forms of pollu­ 
tion, such as sue g.

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Catholics make headway in bid 
for tax support of parochial schools

The Roman Catholic Church 
has made som e headway during 
the past six months in its drive 
for public support for parochial 
schools. 
It 
is 
not 
enough to suit 
Catholics who see their school 
system threatened with finan­ 
cial disaster, but m ore than 
enough for opponents who view 
state aid to religious schools as 
unconstitutional. 
A survey by the National 
Catholic Educational A ssocia­ 
tion reveals that b ills w ere 
introduced in legislatures of 26 
states 
this year to provide 
some form of assistance to non­ 
public schools. 
The biggest Catholic victories 
w ere won in Connecticut and 
Rhode 
Island. 
Both 
enacted 
laws 
— patterned after one 
which 
Pennsylvania 
adopted 
last 
y ear-u n d er 
which 
the 
state 
will 
pay 
part of the 
sa la rie s of parochial school 
teachers who instruct students 
in secu lar subjects. 
S im ilar legislation passed the 
House of D elegates in Illinois 
but was killed in the state 
Senate. 
In Michigan, a bill to provide 
up to $44 million annually in 
indirect state aid to parochial 
schools was defeated on the 
initial test vote in the House of 
R epresentatives, but is eligible 
for reconsideration later. 
The M assachusetts legislature 
approved an amendment to the 
state constitution to authorize 
public assistance to religious 
schools. The amendment must 
be approved in a state-wide 
popular 
referendum 
to take 
effect. 
In New York, Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller has announced he 
will appoint a com m ission to 
study state aid to nonpublic 
schools. 
Pennsylvania’s 
experim ent 
with state aid began with a 
m odest fund of $4.5 m illion a 
year. 
A 
bill 
to 
boost 
the 
contribution to $40 million in 
the coming fiscal year was 
passed 
by 
the 
House 
of 
R epresentatives, but is hung up 
in the State Senate education 
com m ittee, 
whose 
chairm an 
told UPI that passage at this 
session is “ highly unlikely.”

By the narrow est of m argins —a vote of 18 to 17 — the House 
Education and Labor Com m ittee has killed a bill that would 
have required all colleges and universities receiving federal 
assistan ce to develop plans of action, including penalties, for 
handling student outbreaks or else have their funds cut off. 
According to Rep. Edith G reen, D-O re., a principal sponsor 
of the bill, this was a minimum 
m easure whose rejection 
may only open the way for much more rep ressiv e b ills to be 
Introduced. 
The long, cooling sum m er of school vacation is upon us, 
however, and perhaps congressional passions will dissipate 
even as most of the student population has dispersed, at least 
until fa ll. In any event, the present breathing spell offers a 
good opportunity for everyone to take a cram course in what 
really happened at a number of schools in the past few months 
— or rather, what happened after the events that made the 
headlines. 


Contrary to what seem s to be the prevailing opinion around 
the country, the colleges have not been totally helpless or re­ 
m iss in dealing with those whose protest activities have exceed­ 
ed the bounds of decency 
or legality. 
Hundreds of trouble­ 
m akers 
have been disciplined, by one means or another. 
The University of Chicago, for exam ple, expelled 
43 stu­ 
dents and suspended 81 for periods up to six quarters for the 
take-over of a building. 
At Dartmouth, 
36 students were sentenced to 30 days in 
jail for violating a court order directing them to clea r a seized 
building.

Since suspension or d ism issal can mean loss of draft-exempt 
status, 
scholarships and diplomas, these punishments are 
more than m ere w rist slaps. 
There is no doubt that college and university adm inistrators 
were taken by su rp rise by last year’s unprecedented out­ 
breaks of student violence and disaffection. But now that many 
of them seem to be exhibiting the kind of “backbone” P re si­ 
dent Nixon chided them for lacking, and especially in view of the 
fact that each situation on each campus is different, the worst 
thing Congress could do would be to level its legislative can­ 
nons at all colleges and all students in general. 
Let the punishments - and the reform s - initiated by the 
schools them selves begin to sink in, but let the school adminis­ 
trato rs display the courage to deal properly and appropriate­ 
ly with those protestors who go beyond the bounds of decency 
and legality.

nuclear m aterials which could be used 
for war, the research , development and 
deployment of new weapons in other 
countries, 
la sers, electronic counter­ 
m easures and other m issile penetration 
devices. 
The list stretches on indefinitely. For 
it is in the nature of countries , that, 
deprived of one weapon or limited in 
its use, they will devise other weapons 
or radical im provements in the weapons 
they’re allowed to keep. 
Since science cannot be stilled, new 
discoveries 
and 
adaptations probably 
will upset tentative agreem ents on bal­ 
ances even while the negotiations are 
going on. 


Human nature being what it is, it is 
interesting to note what U.S. farm ers 
did when faced with acreage cutbacks 
and 
other crop controls. The result, 
it will be recalled, was the greatest 
farm production advance in history as 
the farm ers attempted with improved 
methods 
to offset 
the 
loss of the 
a cre s they were no longer allowed to 


farm . 


It 
will 
be 
recalled 
that Napoleon, 
after 
defeating

German arm ies, 
forced on the Germ ans a requirem ent 
that their standing forces be limited in 
size. 
The Germans 
kept this agree­ 
ment. But they kept each man in the 
army 
(contrary 
to 
custom) 
for only 
a short term . This enabled the Ger­ 
mans to train large numbers of troops 
and, in effect, build a large army. It 
proved very effective later against the 
French. 


It 
is recognized that arm s control 
agreem ents, likewise, could stimulate 
an even larger technological arm s race. 
N evertheless, there i;. real optimism. 
The rewards of su ccess are too great 
to ignore, the price of failure too costly.

mean anything 
against the recurrent 
jolts that plague world trade like were­ 
wolves on the loose. 
The 
hush - hush 
Washington deci­ 
sions saw more than $1 billion in U.S. 
gold physically shipped from F t. Knox 
to Britain to support the pound in Eng­ 
land’s 1967 gold rush. And four days be­ 
fore London devalued the pound our gold 
reserve broke below $13 billion, anoth­ 
er new low 
for 29 y ears. Then we lost 
$475 m illion more in the few days end­ 
ing with Britain’s devaluation. 
Yet the British pound is again in se­ 
vere difficulty. The checkerboard world 
of international finance is on the alert 
and in sharp dismay. 
England cannot 
defend 
the pound without revamping the 
Wilson 
government’s 
program s. But 
defend its program s the Wilson govern­ 
ment 
must, 
or 
go down politically. 
We face this pound-support c r is is with 
a rem aining gold reserve of le ss than 
$11 billion, of which $1 billion is mort­ 
gaged 
to the International 
Monetary 
Fund, 
plus a nearly incredible excess 
of obligations that are beyond our abili­ 
ty to meet them. U.S. short-term obli­ 
gations payable in gold to foreign banks, 
companies and individuals now exceed 
$32 billion. 
The French jolts started 
when De 
Gaulle raided our dwindling gold 
re­ 
serve and increased 
France’ s by 500 
per cent above what it was in 1958. 
De Gaulle even induced A lgiers to take 
$100 million of our gold right at the height 
of the B ritish pound c r is is and he con­ 
verted all of France’s dollars to gold, 
except 
a $600 million working balance. 
Then F ran ce’s gold and currency re­ 
serve 
plunged $403 million in a single 
week in De Gaulle’s subsequent attempt 
to support the franc against devaluation 
— a still-threatening jolt to world 
fi­ 
nance which new Finance M inister Val­ 


ery G iscard d’Estaing 
him self admits 
“ will be hard to avoid.” 
The 
jolts to the German mark, in 
turn, have been even larger 
than re­ 
vealed. The currency structure felt these 
jolts last November and again this April 
when central banks — and international 
money 
speculators — grew mistaken­ 
ly convinced that Bonn would revalue the 
Deutsche mark upward. 
German bank­ 
e rs told me in Frankfurt that actual­ 
ly $2.7 
billion went into the mark, took 
a m erciless shellacking when the “ sure 
thing” did not happen, and went out of 
the m ark. 
The over-all effect is to give the Lon­ 
don gold market and currency exchange 
rates about as much economic stability 
as a floating crap game. 
In unreported conferences 
with Pi­ 
e rre - Paul 
Schweitzer, managing di­ 
rector of the International 
Monetary 
Fund, 
Federal 
R eserve Bard Chair­ 
man Martin has insisted that world cur­ 
rency reserves 
be somehow 
boosted 
and called the special 
drawing rights 
“ ideally suited” in today’s em ergency. 
Then, 
to an audience hanging on his 
every word at the recent American Bank­ 
ers Association meeting in Copenhagen, 
Mr. Martin warned that “ world finan­ 
cial 
m arkets face a collapse unless 
there is a return to basic sound-money 
princip les.” And Treasury 
Secretary 
Kennedy 
sent a private 
m essage of 
com plete 
concurrence regarding a po­ 
tential debacle. 
The choices narrow every day. “ I^p- 
er gold” is no remedy for our past fi­ 
nancial irresponsibility, 
but our nation 
with ts currency under attack in the 
middle 
of an 
interm inable Southeast 
Asian 
war has few 
opt ions, in defense 
of a dollar to which the cu rrencies of 
the entire free world are tied.
